The Boyne City Public Library 
is receiving the award after sub- 
mitting an application to The 


’ Library of America and obtaining 


a pledge of $350 from Friends of 
the Boyne City Public Library, 
Boyne City Rotary Club and 
Boyne Valley Garden Club. Our 
library is one of more than 2700 
across the country that have 
already acquired this important 
collection of American literature 
with funds from the Andrew W. 
Mellon Foundation and matching 
funds pledged in their local com- 
munities, For libraries in Michigan, 
each $350 raised locally is being 
matched by $350 from the 
Michigan Council for the 
Humanities and by $500 from the 
Mellon Foundation. 

The Boyne City Public Library 
will receive the 30-31 volumes 
already published in The Library 
of America, over 40,000 pages of 
the best writing our country has 
produced.

Looking for some Magic formula 


« for selling your home in a soft

Set a realistic price 

The right price is probably the 
single most important factor in a 
timely sale. Unfortunately, these 
days you may have to accept the 
fact that your home is worth less 
today than it was worth just a few 
years ago. 

The value of your residence is 
generally based on four factors: 
your home's age, location and 
condition, as well as the condition 
of the real estate market in your 
area. To arrive at a realistic price 
for your home, you can hire an in- 
dependent appraiser to determine 
your home's current market value. 
Alternately, you can request 
estimates from real estate agents 
familiar with your community. 

If you need to sell your home 
quickly, start with a realistic price. 
In a soft market, the common tac- 
tic of listing a house at an elevated 
price with the intention of 
lowering it later can backfire. 
Remember, your house appeals 
most to brokers when it first 
comes on the market. If you set 
your list price too high, you may 
miss out on the initial rush - exac- 
tly the time when brokers are 
most likely to show a new listing to 
all prospective buyers. 

Offer Creative Incentives to 
buyers 

To entice potential buyers, you 
may need to resort to creative in- 
centives. Generally, creative finan- 
cing is the most attractive lure, 
particularly for first-time buyers. 
To assist a buyer, you can offer to 
pay all or part of the buyer's poin- 
ts, title insurance or closing costs.

By most estimates, over 90 per- 
cent of all home sales are accom- 
plished through professionals - and 
for good reason. A good broker can 
help you price your home 
realistically, advertise and show it 
skillfully, and negotiate the sale 
professionally. Another major ad- 
vantage of listing with a realtor is 
that he or she can put your house 
on the multiple listing service for 
your area, provding your home 
with much broader exposure. 

Selecting the right real estate 
agent takes time. Start by ob- 
taining recommendations from 
friends and neighbors.

Finally, do not assume that all 
brokers charge a set rate of com- 
mission on the sale of real estate. 
The commission paid to brokers is 
negotiable. But if you're con- 
sidering negotiating for a reduced 
broker’s commission, keep in mind 
that, right now, brokers have an 
abundance of homes from which to 
choose to show potential buyers. If 
your property requires a reduction 
in the broker’s commission, it may 
receive less attention.
